FFFORT TO FORGE

Bitter Battle Forecast for 
Council Session; Many 
Signatures Reported 
Questioned by Auditors. 


City council this afternoon is slated 
to experience one of the most heated 
battles in recent political history 
when enemies of Mayor James L. Key 
will attempt to force a recall election | 
by March 15 despite continued charges 
of forgeries and misrepresentation 
against the petition on which the ef- 
fort to call an election -is based. 

The attempt to force an early elec- 
tion, it was indicated Sunday, will 
be made, although it was pointed out 
Sunday that a partial report of a 
local auditing firm will show that if 
it were allowed to complete its work 
the recall petition, purported to be 
signed by 25 per cent of the registered 
voters of Atlanta, would not have the 
required signers. 

Although auditors would give no 
definite figures regarding the partial 
audit, it was said Sunday that 135

His will be merely a report of 
the number of names and not certifica- 
tion as to whether the signature is 
genuine. 

The auditors have been placed at 
work to check the list in accordance 
with the signatures on the original 
registration slips, and it is said to be 
in this check that most of the ques- 
tion has developed in second ward 
slips. Many, however, were on the 
registration lists, but were not entitled 
to vote in the December, 1931, gen- 
eral election because they had not paid 
1930 taxes.

Treasury to Offer 
$900,000,000 Issue 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—#)— 

As congress prepared to balance the 
government’s budget through imposi- 
tion of a billion dollars in new taxes, 
the treasury tonight announced that 
on March 15 it would borrow an ad- 
ditional $900 ,000 to offset the 
predicted $2,300,000,000 deficit for 
the 1932 fiscal year. 
Secretary Mills, in a formal state- 
ment, said the government’s March 
financing would be done in treasury 
certificate issues dated March 15. One 
will run for seven months, bearing 
3 1-8 per cent interest and totaling 
$300,000,000 and the other for. one 
year, bearing 3 3-4 per cent interest 
and amounting to $600,000,000.

The resignation of Premier Venizelos 
was forecast in political circles today 
following his*declaration in the cham- 
ber that he would relinquish control

ASSASSIN SHOOTS 
PERU'S PRESIDENT 


Sanchez Cerro Is Wound- 
ed in Shoulder; Would- 
_ Be Slayer Is Captured. 


LIMA, Peru, March 6.—(UP)—A 
tall, pale-faced young man, nattily 
dressed in blue coat and white trous- 
ers, stepped up beside President Luis 
M. Sanchez Cerro, in the center aisle 
of the Miraflores church today and 
fired a pistol at the president at close 
range. 

e slim, militant president fell 
back against his companions, clutch- 
ing his left shoulder where the bullet 
had penetrated. 

The tall youth raised his pistol and 
fired again. Colonel Antonio Rod- 
riguez, chief of the military household, 
leaped*in front of the president, 
shielding him from the bullet. Colonel 
Rodriguez fell to the floor. The presi 
at sprang forward, drawing his pis- 
tol. 

It was not the first time Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Sanchez Cerro had faced 
gun fire, but it was perhaps the 
closest—even in a eareer which has 
been punctuated by couragéous deeds 
—that he had ever come Ao death. 

The would-be assassin’ stood his 
ground and fired a third time. Then, 
before the president could get into a 
position where his own pistol would 
not endanger the crowd of women 
and children in the church, his aide, 
Luis Solari, fired at the attacker. 

The bullet from Solari’s gun struck 
the assassin, whose name later was 
given ‘as Jose Melgar, an _  aprista 
party member. Blood spurted from 
his neck and the crowd of society 
women in the church screamed wildly. 

Melgar clasped his hand against 
the wound and stood his ground, rais- 
ing his pistol again and again to fire 
directly at the president. Four other 
persons were wounded as the crowd 
fled in a wild scramble to escape 
from the church, 

Only the president and the little 
group of aides who accompanied him 
stood their ground. Even then the 
presided did not fire his pistol. 

Melgar emptied his pistol and 
turned to flee. Solari and a police 
officer pursued him and dragged him 
down as he attempted to climb 
iron fence outside the church.

Continued Upturn of Cotton 
Strengthens Faith in Market

WASHINGTON, March 6.—(/)— 
The continued strength of cotton, in 
relation to other commodities, has 
put more faith in the market de- 
spite some predictions that the south 
may increase its sales within the 
next few weeks in response to specu- 
lative buying. 

Spot cotton has advanced 11 points 
over a week ago to bring the aver- 
age price of middling 7-8 inch to 6.72 
cents and the March future contracts 
broke into the T-cent field on a 7 
to 8-point advance. 

Of 10 trade o,inions, seven are 
bullish, two bearish and one non- 
committal. This is said to reflect 
the growing impression that business 
is on the upgrade throughout the 
world and will result in a larger de- 
mand for cotton. With the world 
consuming. about 1,000,000 bales of 
American cotton - month and the 
south selling less than that, many 
feel that cotton, the commodity most 
sensitive to monetary conditions, may 
maintain thet stubborn resistance to 
pressure it has exhibited since last 
December.

ACTS OF FARM BOARD 


HIT BY COTTON BODY 


NEW ORLEANS, March 6.-—-(UP) 
Resolutions attacking congressional 
proposals which would reduce salaries 
of farm board members and withdraw 
wheat for charity from fram board 
holdings without repayments, were an- 
nounced tonight by the resolutions 
committee of the south-wide confer- 
ence of state cotton co-operative direc- 
tors.

Cloth Sales | 

Domestic cloth sales in January 
were the largest since September, 
1929, and shipments and production 
the largest for almost two years—re- 
sulting in a substantial increase in 
unfilled orders and a further decrease 
in stocks. The forwardings of Amer- 
ican cotton from Lfyerpool to English 
mills are running ahead of corres- 
ponding weeks during the last two 
years. Stocks of American cotton 
there are ~—ore than 150,000 bales 
less than last year and 125,000 less 
than two years ago. 

Regardless of current trends, the 
real price-making factor is the pros- 
pective yield of the 1933 crop. If it 
is big—and there are plenty who say 
it will be—prices cannot be expected 
to rise much above current levels. On 
the other hand, there is evidence that 
production will be curtailed, sending 
values into more profitable ground. 

There are reports of an acreage re- 
duction ranging from 6.25 per cent in 
Georgia to 12.8 per cent in Texas. 
The estimates make an average reduc-

_the week’s business statistics were 
brighter touches which showed that 
some of the hoarded funds returned 
to the banks were finding an outlet 
into business in gradually increasing 
volume; retail trade held up rela- 
tively well; in the middle west, the 
Pacific coast states and the south- 
west, there were reports of better buy- 
ing; the textile divisions were lit- 
tle changed except for better move- 
ment of cotton textiles in New York 
district; new efforts were made to 
turn the copper industry right side 
up with an increase in copper metal 
price developing late in the week. 

Back of all available statistics, was 
the undertone of a gradually growing 
cheerfulness. Business executives 


said that reports from ail parts of | 


the country seemed to converge on the 
thought that “things are still quiet, 
but people are feeling better.” 
Collections were uniformly poor, 
and of all hard tasks the livelihood 
of the nation’s bill collectors seemed 
about as hard as any to earn. Men 
receiving commissions for this pro- 
fessional activity turned in reports 
which seemed almost invariably to say, 
regardless ef locality, that the debt- 
ors were still hard up for cash.

NEW YORK, March 6.—(4)—A 
better feeling for bonds, attributed 
partly to a belief that an easy money 
central banking policy will continue 
for the remainder of the year, and to 
hopes of business recovery held out by 
the credit expansion measures, gave 
the loans market a firm tone through- 
out the past week. 

Led by United States government 
securities, a number of which reached 
new highs for the year, all classes of 
bonds advanced substgntially and 
dealers are forecasting further im- 
provement in the higher grade classes 
during the next few weeks. 

Impetus to the upturn in the fed- 
erals was given by the provision in 
the Glass-Steagall legislation” which 
makes government loans the basis on 
which federal reserve banks can issue 
new currency. Also it was generally 
believed the-tax problem would be up 
for solution this week in congress and 
that forthcoming ahem financing 
would be in the form of short-term 
notes. 

The railroads, as a whole, did bet- 
ter than either the utilities or indus- 
trials, although substantial gains were 
recorded by both of the latter.

CHICKENS ARE BEST 
SOURCE OF INCOME 


J. I, Hosford, owner of the Blue 
Ribbon Hatcheries of 221 Forsyth 
street, S. W., has accumulated a mass 
of statistics furnished him by the state 
agricultural departments of several 
states, as well as poultry trade jour- 
nals, showing that notwithstanding 
the low prices of eggs and poultry 
meat, chickens and egfs are still one 
of the best sources of income on small 
farms.
